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SUMMARY 


Early  Janiiaxy  fluid  milk  prices  moved  generally  downward  from  December  at 
both  producer  and  consumer  levels,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  rei)orts.  Dealers' 
buying  prices  were  lower  in  21  markets,  or  about  1  in  5,  but  were  higher  in  2. 
Consumer  prices  were  reported  lower  in  1^4-  markets  for  both  single  quarts  at 
homes  and  out  of  stores.    Store  price  declines  were  reported  in  11  markets  for 
half  gallons  and  9  markets  for  gallons.    Increases  in  consmer  prices  were: 
heme  delivery  quarts,  7  markets;  store- quarts,  8  markets;  half  gallons,  9  markets; 
and  gallons ,  1  market. 

Dealers'  buying  prices  for  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  (including  premiums 
over  Federal  Order  minimum  prices)  in  early  January  averaged  $5*63  per  hundred- 
weight.   Uhis  was  9  cents  below  December  but  \  cents  above  January  a  year  ago. 
Compared  with  the  1955-59  average,  January  prices  averaged  20  cents  higher. 
The  decline  of  9  cents  frcm  December  to  January  may  be  compared  with  an  8  cent 
decrease  for  the  month  in  the  5  year  average.    Per  hundredweight  prices  were 
lower  than  December  in  3  areas  -  21  cents  in  New  England,  26  cents  in  the  impor- 
tant Middle  Atlantic  and  2  cents  in  the  South  Atlantic.    The  average  was  unchanged 
in  the  East  South  Central  and  Pacific  regions.    Increases  were  as  follows:    6  cents 
per  hundredweight  in  the  West  South  Central,  2  cents  in  the  West  North  Central  and 

1  cent  each  in  the  East  North  Central  and  Mountain  States.    Ccmpared  with  January 
last  yesLT,  the  average  was  higher  in  6  of  the  9  areas,  ranging  from  \  cents  on 
the  Pacific  Coast  to  26  cents  in  the  West  South  Central.    Declines  occ^^rred  in 
the  New  England,  Middle  Atlantic  and  South  Atlantic  areas. 

The  average  price  of  milk  delivered  to  homes  per  single  quart  in  25  major 
cities  averaged  26.8  cents  in  early  Janviary.    This  was  unchanged  from  December 
but  6  tenths  cent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    Corapared  with  the  1955-59  Jan\aary 
average,  the  price  this  year  was  2.3  cents  greater.    By  market,  the  price  decreased 
\  cent  in  Boston  and  1  cent  per  quart  in  New  York  City  and  Philadelphia.    A  1-cent 
increase  in  New  Orleans  was  reported.    No  changes  in  single  quart  heme  delivered 
prices  were  reported  in  the  other  21  cities. 

November  preliminary  whole  milk  sales  (average  daily)  in  65  Federal  Order 
aiid  State  marketing  areas  at  76.8  million  pounds  per  day  were  about  \mchanged 
from  October  but  were  2  percent  over  November  a  year  ago.    Sales  of  skim  milk 
items  in  69  of  these  areas  for  October  were  2  percent  under  September  but  were 

2  percent  over  October  1959*    In  66  areas,  milk  and  cream  mixture  sales  (half  and 
half)  advanced  1  percent  frcaa  September  but  were  2  i)ercent  below  the  same  month 
in  1959 •    Fluid  cream  sales  for  October  were  also  1  percent  higher  than  September 
but  2  percent  lower  than  October  1959'    Sales  of  aUL  fluid  products  (product 
pounds)  in  69  marketing  areas  during  October  were  slightly  below  September  and  2 
percent  less  than  the  same  month  a  year  earlier.    Daily  receipts  from  producers 
and  receipts  per  producer  in  lh  Federal  Order  and  5  State  marketing  areas  dxiring 
November  averaged  9  percent  above  November  1959* 
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PRICES  IN  FUJID  MILK  MARJCETS,  JANUART  1961 


Class  I  prices  paid  by  dealers  in  New  England  in  early  January  averaged 
$6, 2k  per  hundredweight.    This  average  was  21  cents  less  than  December  and  22 
cents  below  January  last  year.    Class  I  prices  in  the  New  Hampshire,  Mass- 
achusetts, Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut  markets  reporting  decreased  22  cents 
per  hundredweight  from  December.    Consumer  prices  made  varying  changes  market 
by  market.    Concord,  N.  H.  prices  declinfed  ^  cent  per  quart  on  all  items  re- 
porting,   Manchester,  Nashua  and  Portsmouth  reported  no  changes.    In  Boston, 
Fall  River  and  Lowell- Lawrence,  Mass.,  and  the  Rhode  Island  markets  reporting, 
all  items  were  reported  ^  cent  per  quart  lower.    In  Springfield,  Mass.,  the 
single  quart  price  was  ^  cent  lower.    Half  gallons  and  gallons  were  down  as 
much  as  6  cents  per  unit.    Worcester,  Mass.,  reported  mixed  changes  with  sizab!le 
declines  in  half  gallon  and  gallon  prices.    No  consumer  price  changes  were  re- 
ported from  the  markets  repoHing  in  Connecticut.    For  Bellows  Falls,  Vt.,  out- 
side Federal  Order  sales  areas,  prices  were  1  cent  per  quart  lower  for  all  items. 
Producer  prices  in  this  market  are  not  currently  determined. 

Middle  Atlantic  area  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  Class  I  milk  averaged 
^6,30  per  hundredweight  in  early  January  —  26  cents  less  than  December  and  6 
cents  \inder  January  I960.    Class  I  prices  in  the  New  York- New  Jersey  Federal 
Order  area  were  39  cents  per  hundredweight  lower.    The  prices  to  consumers  re- 
ported for  Albany,  Schenectady  and  Syracuse,  N.  Y.  were  unchanged.  Binghamton, 
New  York  home  delivery  prices  were  unchanged.    Store  prices  were  as  much  as  a 
cent  per  quart  lower  for  some  items  in  this  market.    The  Northern  New  Jersey 
portion  of  this  market  showed  a  1-cent  per  quart  decline  for  the  prices  reported, 
Rochester,  N.  Y,  reported  producer  prices  unchanged  but  a  one  cent  increase  in 
home  delivery  quarts  and  prices  one  to  2  cents  higher  for  quarts  out  of  stores. 
Half  gallon  store    prices  were  unchanged,    Philadelphia,  Pa,  reported  a  1  cent 
per  quart  home  delivery  price  decrease  but  no  change  in  Class  I  and  store  selling 
priceso 

Dealers'  buying  prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  the  East  North  Central  area 
in  early  January  averaged  $h,76  per  hundredweight.    This  was  1  cent  above 
December  and  18  cents  over  January  a  year  ago,    Cincinnati  and  Columbus,  Ohio 
Class  I  and  home  delivery  prices  were  virtually  unchanged.    However,  store 
prices  in  Cincinnati  showed  mixed  changes  with  some  store  half  gallons  as  much 
as  l"!  cents  per  unit  lower.    Columbus  reported  lower  prices  for  some  units  for 
all  sizes  of  containers.    In  Toledo,  Ohio,  where  Class  I  prices  were  not 
currently  determined,  home  and  store  prices  were  as  much  as  a  cent  per  quart 
higher,    Evansville,  Ind.,  Class  I  prices  were  slightly  higher.    Home  and  store 
single  quarts  were  the  same  as  December  but  half  gallons  advanced  as  much  as  6 
cents  per  unit  in  addition  to  the  increases  reported  last  month  following  a 
price  war.    Ft.  Wayne,  Ind,,  reported  a  1  cent  per  quart  decrease  for  single 
quarts  and  gallons  with  a  slight  increase  in  half  gallons  out  of  stores.  Pro- 
ducer prices  in  this  market  are  not  c\irrently  tietermined.    For  Springfield, 
111.,  where  producer  prices  were  practically  unchanged,  home  delivery  single 
quarts  were  down  1  cent.    Store  prices  were  generally  higher  than  December, 
Detroit,  Mich,,  reported  home  deliveiy  prices  at  the  same  level  as  December. 
Single  quarts  out  of  stores  showed  a  narrower  range  of  prices  while  half 
gallons  were  reported  as  much  as  2  cents  lower.    Producer  prices  in  this  market 
are  not  currently  determined.    For  Beloit,  Wis.,  a  2^-cent  decline  in  the 
Class  I  price  was  accompanied  hy  a  ^  cent  lowering  in  the  home  delivery  single

quart  price.    Store  prices  were  generally  downward  with  the  most  marked 
decline  in  gallons.    Eau  Claire,  Wis.,  reported  single  quarts  unchanged 
with  an  increase  of  as  much  as  5^  cents  in  the  half  gallon  store  price 
following  the  end  of  a  price  war.    Madison,  Wis.,  home  and  stor6  prices 
were  from  a  half  to  a  cent  per  quart  lower  on  the  average.    Producer  prices 
on  this  market  are  not  currently  determined. 

For  West  North  Central  region,  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  milk  for 
fluid  use  in  early  January~were  $Ii.50  per  hundredweight  on  the  average. 
This  average  was  2  cents  higher  than  December  and  16  cents  greater  than 
January  I960.    Des  Moines,  Iowa  reported  an  increase  of  k  cents  per  hundred- 
weight in  Class  I  prices  and  §  cent  per  quart  in  prices  to  consumers, 
\Class  I  prices  in  Wichita,  Kans.,  were  unchanged.    Single  quart  and  half 
gallon  store  prices  were  the  same  as  December  but  home  delivery  quart  and 
and  store  gallons  were  somewhat  higher.    Other  small  upward  Class  I  changes 
in  important  markets  were  reported  for  the  region. 

In  the  South  Atlantic  region,  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  averaged 
$6,07  per  hundredweight  in  early  January.    This  was  2  cents  lower  than  in 
December  and  3  cents  below  January  last  year.    Wilmington,  Del.,  Class  I 
prices  were  off  30  cents  per  hundredweight.    Consumer  prices  in  this  market 
were  reported  unchanged. 

Dealers'  buying  prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  East  South  Central  area 
markets  averaged  $5.^1  per  hundredweight  —  unchanged  from  the  previous 
month  but  18  cents  higher  than  the  same  month  in  I960.    In  Memphis,  Tenn., 
Class  I  and  single  quart  home  delivery  prices  were  the  same  as  December. 
Store  prices  were  lower, practicularly  for  half  gallons.  Gulfport-Biloxi, 
Miss.,  store  prices  were  as  much  as  2  cents  per  quart  lower  for  half  gallons 
following  a  court  decision  relaxing  State  Milk  Control.    Other  consumer  prices 
in  this  market  were  reported  unchanged,    A  ^-cent  per  hundredweight  increase 
in  the  Class  I  price  was  reported. 

West  South  Central  area  dealers  paid  an  average  of  $5.78  per  hundred- 
weight for  early  January  milk  used  in  fluid  channels  —  6  cents  over  December 
and  26  over  Januaiy  a  year  earlier.    Class  I  prices  in  Little  Rock,  Ark., 
were  the  same.    Home  and  store  prices  were  1  cent  per  quart  higher.  New 
Orleans,  La.,  Class  I  prices  were  $  cents  per  hundredweight  above  the  previous 
month.    Single  quart  prices  vrere  up  1  cent  and  half  gallons  up  from  U  to  6 
cents  per  unit.    Austin  and  Dallas,  Tex.,  Class  I  prices  advanced  11  cents  per 
hundredweight.    Home  and  store  prices  in  these  markets  were  the  same  as  Dec- 
ember.   Other  small  increases  in  Class  I  prices  in  important  markets  were  re- 
ported. 

In  the  Mountain  States,  the  average  price  paid  by  defers  for  milk  for 
fluid  use  in  early  January  averaged  IS.^B.    This  was  up  1  cent  from  December 
and  15  cents  from  January  last  year.    Prices  in  Denver,  Colo,  were  unchanged 
for  Class  I  milk  and  single  quarts.    Half  gallons  out  of  stores  advanced  2 
cents.    Pueblo,  Colo.,  Class  I  prices  were  h  cents  per  hundredweight  above 
December.    Increases  of  1  cent  per  quart  were  reported  for  all  consumer  items. 
Small  upward  changes  in  Class  I  prices  were  indicated  in  important  markets  of 
the  area,

November  sales  of  whole  milk  2  percent  above  19^9 

Preliminary  average  daily  sales  of  -vrfiole  milk  during  November  in  65 
Federal  Order  and  5  State  marketing  areas  were  about  the  same  as  in  October 
but  were  2  percent  above  November  1959.    Part  of  an  apparent  contraseasonal 
trend  may  be  explained  by  pointing  out  that  both  October  and  November  I960 
contained  26  delivery  days  for  most  markets.    In  1959,  the  number  of  delivery 
days  was  27  in  October  and  25  in  November,    For  the  first  eleven  months  of 
i960,  sales  of  whole  milk  were  slightly  larger  than  in  the  same  period  of  1959. 

Skim  milk  sales  during  October  2  percent  over  the  previous  year 

Average  daily  sales  of  skim  milk  products  in  69  marketing  areas  were  2 
percent  less  than  September  but  2  percent  more  than  October  a  year  ago.  Of 
the  10  largest  market  groupings,  sales  were  higher  in  5  -  Chicago,  Southern 
Michigan,  Minneapolis-St.  Paul,  North  Carolina,  and  Puget  Sound.    Sales  were 
about  the  same  in  South  Carolina.    Lower  sales  than  in  October  last  year  were 
reported  in  the  two  Ohio  groupings,  the  Tennessee  markets    and  California, 
Cumulative  daily  sales  in  the  69  markets  for  January  -  October  I96O  were  6 
percent  over  that  period  of  19^9.    The  average  daily  milkfat  test  of  items 
sold  was  1.15  percent  for  October  compared  with  1.11  percent  a  year  earlier. 

October  half-and-half  sales  off  2  percent  from  a  year  earlier 

Milk  and  cream  mixture  sales  (average  daily)  in  October  in  66  of  these 
marketing  areas  were  1  percent  above  September  but  2  percent  below  October 
last  year,    October  sales  in  Chicago  were     percent  lower  than  a  year  earlier 
and  in  California,  5  percent  less.    Sales  in  these  two  areas  together  total 
over  2/5ths  of  the  entire  group.    In  the  remaining  6h  areas,  sales  were  about 
the  same  as  in  October  1959.    Cumulative  daily  sales  of  mixtures  for  the  first 
10  months  of  I96O  were  3  percent  greater  than  the  same  period  of  1959. 

Cream  sales  down  2  percent 

Average  daily  sales  of  fluid  cream  in  66  marketing  areas  for  October  were 

1  percent  higher  than  September  but  2  percent  lower  than  October  last  year. 

Of  the  10  largest  market  groupings  reporting,  8  showed  lower  sales,  the  losses 
ranging  from  1  percent  in  Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  to  12  percent  in  the  "other  3" 
Ohio  markets.    Two  of  these  10  areas  reported  higher  sales-  Connecticut  and 
California,    Cumulative  daily  sales  of  fluid  cream  for  the  January  -  October 
period  were  only  fractionally  lower  in  I96O  than  in  1959. 

October  sales  of  all  fluid  products  2  percent  less  than  1959 

Sales  of  all  fluid  products  combined  (average  daily  product  pounds)  in 
69  marketing  areas  during  October  I960  were  fractionally  below  September  and 

2  percent  less  than  October  a  year  earlier.    Cumulative  daily  sales  for  the 
first  10  months  of  this  year  were  1  percent  higher  than  last  year.    The  average 
milkfat  test  of  all  fluid  items  was  3.68  percent  in  October.    This  compares 
with  3,66  percent  in  September  and  3.71  percent  in  October  1959.

Milk  prices  (fluid  use)  in  early  February  were  generally  steady  at  both 
producer  and  consumer  levels,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.    Prices  paid 
by  dealers  were  lower  in  6  markets  but  higher  in  3*    Single  quart  prices  were 
lower  in  3  markets  each  for  home  delivery  and  store  sales.    However,  prices 
of  this  unit  were  higher  in  3  markets  for  home  delivery  euad  5  markets  at  stores. 
Half -gallons  out-of-stores  advanced  in  k  markets  but' dropped  in  6.  Store 
gallon  prices  were  up  in  1  market  but  down  in  3*    Producer  prices  have  not  as 
yet  been  determined  in  a  number  of  markets  but  will  be  reported  in  March. 

Prices  paid  by  dealers  for  milk  for  fluid  use  (including  premiums  in 
Federal  Order  markets)  in  early  February  averaged  $5*59  per  hundredweight 
a  decline  of  3  cents  from  January,  but  a  gain  of  h  cents  from  February  last 
year.    In  comparison  with  the  1955-59  average,  the  February  price  was  19  cents 
higher.    The  average  this  month  was  lower  than  January  in  5  of  the  9  regions, 
the  declines  ranging  from  1  cent  per  hundredweight  in  both  the  South  Atlantic 
and  East  South  Central  regions  to  9  cents  in  the  Middle  Atlantic.    The  East 
North  Central  had  a  decrease  of  3  cents  and  the  West  North  Central,  2  cents. 
The  average  was  unchanged  in  New  England,  West  South  Central,  and  Pacific 
areas,  but  5  cents  higher  in  the  Mountain  States.    Compared  with  February  last 
year,  the  price  this  month  was  higher  in  6  regions  but  lower  in  3« 

Single  quart  home  delivered  prices  in  25  major  cities  in  the  United 
States  averaged  26.8  cents  --  unchanged  from  January  but  2.3  cents  above  the 
1955-59  average.    No  changes  in  the  price  of  this  unit  from  January  to 
February  were  reported  from  any  of  the  25  markets. 

Preliminary  average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  for  December  in  65  Federal 
Order  euad  6  State  marketing  areas  were  2  percent  less  than  November,  but 
were  about  the  same  as  December  a  year  ago.    November  sales  of  skim  milk  items 
in  69  of  these  marketing  areas  averaged  2  percent  below  October,  but  were  9 
percent  above  November  1959*    Milk  and  cream  mixture  sales  (half-and-half)  in 
66  markets  for  November  advanced  2  percent  from  the  previous  month,  auad  were 
3  percent  higher  than  the  same  month  in  1959*    Sales  of  fluid  cream  (average 
daily)  in  66  markets  increased  17  percent  from  October  and  were  2  percent 
above  November  a  year  earlier.    Total  fluid  product  sales  in  69  markets  were 
fractionally  less  than  October  but  were  3  percent  more  than  in  November  the 
previous  year.    Average  daily  receipts  in  7^  Federal  Order  and  5  State  markets 
in  December  were  3  percent  greater  than  November  but  were  at  a  level  7  percent 
over  December  a  year  ago.

PRICES  IN  FLUID  MILK  MARKETS,  FEBRUARY  I961 


Dealers '  buying  prices  for  Class  I  milk  in  early  February  for  Nev  England 
averaged  $6.24  per  hundredweight  --  unchanged  from  January  but  22  cents  below 
Febmary  last  year.     The  only  price  change  reported  for  the  region  was  a 
2- cent  drop  in  the  half -gallon  out-of- store  price  in  Concord,  N.  H.  Producer 
prices  in  this  market  were  not  affected. 

Class  I  prices  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  States  in  early  February,  at  $6.21 
per  hundredweight,  declined  9  cents  from  the  previous  month  and  were  6  cents 
under  February  i960.    The  principal  price  change  in  this  region  was  a  li4-cent 
per  hundredweight  decline  in  the  Class  I  price  for  the  New  York-New  Jersey 
marketing  area.    Most  selling  prices  in  this  area  were  unchanged.    For  Buffalo, 
N.  Y.,  where  Class  I  and  home  delivery  prices  were  unchanged,  store  prices 
were  1  to  2  cents  lower  for  quarts  and  somewhat  lower  for  half -gallons . 

For  the  East  North  Central  area,  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  milk  for 
fluid  use  averaged  $k,^0  per  hundredweight  in  early  February.    This  was  3 
cents  less  than  in  January,  but  was  1^+  cents  above  February  last  year.  No 
sizable  changes  occurred  in  reported  February  dealer  buying  prices.  In 
Peoria,  111.,  out-of-store  prices  advanced  from  1  to  3  cents  for  single 
quarts  and  as  much  as  3  cents  for  half -gallons.    Home  delivery  and  store- 
gallon  prices  were  unchanged.    Producer  prices  in  this  market  are  not  currently 
determined.     Springfield,  111.,  reported  some  adjustment  in  store  prices  -- 
downward  for  quarts  but  upward  for  half -gallons .    Other  prices  in  this  market 
were  iinchanged.     In  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  home  delivery  prices  were  1  cent  per 
quart  lower.    Single  quart  store  prices  were  unchanged  but  half -gallon  prices 
at  lower  levels  were  approaching  a  price  war  situation.    Lansing,  Mich., 
reported  an  unsettled  condition  with  half-gallons  out-of-stores  selling  at 
prices  h  cents  below  January.    Producer  prices  in  both  of  these  Michigan 
markets  are  not  currently  determined.    Beloit,  Wis.,  reported  some  single 
quart  store  price  quotations  1  cent  lower  with  other  prices  unchanged. 
Eau  Clair,  Wis.,  consumer  prices  were  1  cent  per  quart  above  January  for  all 
items.    Producer  prices  in  this  market  are  not  currently  determined. 

Prices  paid  by  dealers  for  fluid  use  milk  in  the  West  North  Central  area 
averaged  $^+.48  per  hundredweight  in  early  February.    This  was  2  cents  under 
January,  but  21  cents  over  a  year  earlier.     In  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  store 
prices  were  lower  by  about  1  cent  per  quart  for  most  items.    Producer  prices 
in  this  market  were  unchanged.    Prevailing  prices  in  the  Greater  Kansas  City 
area  were  reported  unchsmged.    However,  local  price  wars  in  the  area  were 
reported.    Of  these,  Topeka,  Kans.,  reported  gallon  jug  prices  4  to  8  cents 
below  January. 

In  the  South  Atlantic  States,  Class  I  prices  averaged  $6.06  per  hundred- 
weight in  early  February  --  1  cent  below  January  and  ^4-  cents  less  than 
February  last  year.    No  important  price  changes  from  January  were  reported. 
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Paying  prices  of  dealers  for  fluid  use  milk  in  the  East  South  Central  area 
in  early  February  were  $5*50  on  the  average.    This  was  1  cent  less  than 
January,  but  17  cents  more  than  February  i960.    A  gallon  jug  price  war, 
which  started  last  month  in  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  but  was  not  reported,  stopped 
February  1.    The  current  price  is  20  cents  per  jug  above  last  month. 
The  Memphis,  Tenn.,  market  was  reported  in  a  chaotic  condition  with  home 
delivered  single  quarts  down  1  cent  per  quart  and  store  prices  from  1  to  2 
cents  lower.    Particular  price  cutting  was  in  store  half -gallons .  Producer 
prices  in  this  market  were  steady. 

In  the  West  South  Central.  States,  dealers'  buying  prices  for  milk  for 
fluid  use  in  early  February  averaged  $5. 78  per  hundredweight  unchajiged 
from  January  but  15  cents  greater  than  a  year  earlier.    In  Baton  Rouge,  La., 
Class  I  and  single  quart  prices  at  homes  and  in  stores  were  unchanged. 
Half -gallons  out-of- stores  were  from  7  to  8  cents  and  gallons,  h  cents 
per  unit  below  January.    Class  I  prices  in  El  Paso,  Tex.,  were  20  cents 
per  hundredweight  higher.    Selling  prices  were  reported  1  cent  per  quart 
above  January  for  all  items. 

Dealers '  buying  prices  for  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  in  the  Moimtain 
States  in  early  January  averaged  $5-63  per  hundredweight.    This  was  5  cents 
above  January  and  20  cents  above  February  last  year.    Class  I  prices  in 
Phoenix  and  Tucson,  Ariz.,  were  3I  cents  per  hundredweight  higher  but  home 
and  store  prices  were  reported  unchanged. 

On  the  Pacific  Coast,  Class  I  prices  paid  for  milk  for  fluid 
use  in  early  February  averaged  $5-^8  per  hundredweight  --  unchanged  from 
January,  but  k  cents  higher  than  February  a  year  ago.     In  Everett,  Wash., 
home  delivery  quart  prices  were  one-half  cent  higher  than  January. 
Single  quarts  out-of-stores  were  from  one-half  to  2  cents  per  quart  lower 
and  half -gallons  down  from  2  to  4  cents  per  unit.    Class  I  prices  in  this 
market  were  unchanged.

Sales  of  vhole  milk  in  December  unchanged  from  19^9 

Average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  during  December  (preliminary)  in  65 
Federal  Order  and  6  State  marketing  areas,  at  T^.k  million  pounds,  were  2 
percent  less  than  November  but  about  the  setme  as  the  December  1959  total  of 
75.5  million  pounds.    Annual  sales  for  I96O  were  fractionally  higher  than  the 
previous  year. 

Sales  of  skim  milk  in  November  9  percent  above  a  year  earlier 

Sales  of  skim  milk  products  (average  daily  basis)  in  69  of  these  areas 
during  November  were  2  percent  below  October  but  were  9  percent  above  November 
a  year  ago.    Of  the  10  largest  market  groupings,  8  showed  larger  sales  than  a 
year  earlier.    These  increases  ranged  from  k  percent  in  South  Carolina  to  29 
percent  in  Minneapolis-St.  Paul.

Average  daily  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  (half-and-half)  in  66 
marketing  areas  during  November  were  2  percent  higher  than  October  ajid  3  per- 
cent over  November  1959*    Sales  in  the  important  Chicago  area  were  1  percent 
higher  than  a  year  earlier,  but  in  California^  1  percent  lower.  Together, 
these  two  markets  comprise  about  two-fifths  of  all  sales  of  this  group  of 
markets.    Sales  in  the  remaining  areas  were  6  percent  higher  than  in  November 
a  year  ago.    Cumulative  daily  sales  for  January  through  November  were  3  per- 
cent greater  than  in  that  period  of  1959* 

Cream  sales  up  2  percent 

Sales  of  fluid  cream  items  during  November  in  average  daily  terms  in  66 
of  the  marketing  areas  advanced  17  percent  from  the  previous  month  and  were  2 
percent  higher  than  in  November  a  year  ago.    Of  the  10  largest  market  groupings, 
only  Philadelphia,  Northern  Ohio,  Chicago,  and  Southern  Michigan  were  lower 
than  a  year  earlier.    Increases  ranged  from  h-  percent  in  California  to  12  per- 
cent in  Connecticut.    Cumulative  sales  for  the  first  11  months  of  the  year 
were  about  the  same  as  during  that  period  of  1959* 

Total  product  sales  3  percent  over  November  1959 

Sales  of  all  fluid  products  (average  daily)  during  November  in  69 
marketing  areas  were  fractionally  lower  than  in  October  but  were  3  percent 
higher  than  November  1959 •    Daily  sales  cumulatively  for  January-November  I96O 
were  1  percent  above  the  similar  period  of  1959*    ™he  average  milkfat  test  of 
sales  of  all  products  in  66  of  these  markets  was  3-73  percent  in  November 
compared  with  3*76  percent  a  year  earlier.

Dealer  buying  prices  for  milk  for  fluid  use  in  about  I60  markets  in  the  United  States  averaged  ZS'hfi 
per  hundredweight  in  I96O.    This  average,  weighted  by  market  area  populations,  v;as  7  cents  higher  than  in 
1959.    Of  the  9  regional  averages,  prices  were  higher  in  5.    In  one  area  the  average  was  about  the  same, 
but  in  three,  lower.    For  I960,  United  States  average  prices  varied  from  a  low  of  S5.19  in  May  and  June 
to  a  high  of  $5.73  in  November.    By  regions  the  difference  in  the  annual  averaqe  was  from  $1;.31  in  the 
West  North  Central  to  ?-.6.l8  in  the  Middle  Atlantic. 


Single  quart  home  delivery  prices  advanced  during  I960 

The  average  price  per  single  quart  of  home  delivered  whole  milk  in  25  major  cities  was  26.3  cents 
during  I960.    This  was  an  average  of  0.6  cent  per  quart  higher  than  the  previous  record  in  1959  and  2.3 
cents  above  the  195ii-58  annual  average.    Increases  in  the  price  of  this  unit  of  sale  occurred  in  all  of 
the  25  markets  except  New  Orleans  and  Dallas,  which  were  unchanged,  and  Hartford,  Connecticut,  which  was 
l.li  cents  lower.    Average  prices  were  more  than  a  cent  higher  in  I96O  than  in  1959  in  New  York  City, 
Indianapolis,  Chicago,  Detroit,  Milwaukee,  and  Washington,  D.  C.

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SUMMARY 


Milk  for  fluid  use  prices  in  early  March  averaged  lower  to  producers  and  were 
generally  steady  to  lower  for  consumers,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  Dealers' 
buying  prices  declined  in  67  markets  or  2  in  about  every  5  reporting.    Home  delivery 
single  quarts  were  lower  in  20  markets  but  higher  in  3-    Store  prices  were  reported 
lower  in  17  markets  for  quarts,  I9  markets  for  half-g6LLlons  and  10  markets  for 
gallons.    Higher  store  prices  were  reported  for  quarts  and  half -gallons  in  5  markets 
and  for  gallons  in  2  markets. 

Buying  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  fluid  use  milk  (Federal  market  premiums 
included)  in  early  March  averaged  $5*^9  per  hundredweight  —  9  cents  less  than  in 
February,  but  1  cent  more  than  in  March  a  year  ago.    The  current  price  was  I8  cents 
above  the  1955-59  average  for  the  month.    Average  prices  by  regions  were  down  from 
February  in  all  regions  except  the  South  Atlantic  where  they  were  unchanged.  The 
declines  ranged  from  1  cent  per  hundredweight  in  the  Pacific  Coast  States  to  33 
cents  in  the  West  South  Central.    Compared  with  March  I96O,  prices  this  month  were 
higher  in  6  majrkets.    These  gains  ranged  from  3  cents  per  hundredweight  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  to  8  cents  in  the  East  North  Central  and  Mountain  States.  Regional 
average  decreases  from  a  year  earlier  were:    New  England,  22  cents  per  hvmdredweight; 
Middle  Atlantic,  2  cents;  and  West  South  Centretl,  7  cents. 

Average  home  delivery  prices  per  single  quart  in  25  major  cities  in  early 
March  were  26.7  cents  —  one-tenth  cent  below  February,  but  6-tenths  of  a  cent 
above  March  last  year.    Ccanpared  with  the  1955-59  average,  the  March  average  price 
was  2.3  cents  higher.    Changes  per  quart  from  February  were:    Boston,  one-half  to 
1  cent  lower;  Hstrtford,  one-half  cent  lower;  Kansas  City,  1  cent  higher;  and  Denver, 
unchanged  to  1  cent  lower. 

Average  daily  sales  of  whole  niilk  during  January  (preliminary)  in  65  Federal 
Order  and  6  State  marketing  areas  totaled  6  percent  above  December,  but  were 
fractionally  below  a  year  earlier.    Sales  of  skim  milk  items  during  December  I96O 
in  69  of  these  areas  were  fractionally  lower  than  in  November  but  were  8  percent 
higher  than  in  December  the  previous  year.    December  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures 
(half-and-half)  in  66  markets  advanced  6  percent  from  the  previous  month  and  were 
3  percent  above  December  1959*    Average  daily  fluid  cream  sales  in  66  areas  increased 
12  percent  from  November  and  were  2  percent  over  the  previous  December.    Sales  of 
all  fluid  products  in  69  areas  were  slightly  below  November  but  were  1  percent 
above  a  year  earlier.    Producer  receipts  (average  daily)  during  Jemuary  I961  were 
3  percent  above  December  and  7  percent  above  January  a  year  ago.

Augusta  consumer  prices  were  down  |-  cent  per  quart.    Portland  home  delivery 
prices  were  1  cent  less  but  store  prices  showed  smaller  declines.    Prices  in 
the  New  Hampshire  markets  reporting  were  22  cents  per  hundredweight  below 
February  for  Class  I  milk  and  down  h  cent  per  quart  at  homes  and  stores. 
Resale  prices  in  Vermont  were  down  |  cent  per  quart.    Producer  prices  in  these 
markets  are  not  currently  determined.    Prices  in  the  Southern  New  England 
markets  reporting  were  generally  lower  by  22  cents  per  hundredweight  for  Class 
I  milk  and  |  cent  per  quart  to  consumers. 

Middle  Atlantic  Class  I  prices  in  early  March  averaged  $6.13  per  hundred- 
weightT    This  was  b  cents  less  than  February  and  2  cents  below  March  last  year. 
Reported  Class  I  price  changes  were  12  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  New  York- 
New  Jersey  marketing  area  with  no  corresponding  changes  in  consumer  prices. 

Paying  prices  by  dealers  for  milk  for  fluid  use  in  the  East  North  Central 
region  in  early  March  averaged  $U.6l  per  hundredweight  —  k  cents  \mder  Feb- 
ruary  but  8  cents  over  March  last  year.    Class  I  prices  in  Cincinnati,  Columbus 
and  Dayton,  Ohio,  were  from  23  to  28  cents  per  hundredweight  lower  but  home  and 
store  prices  remained  unchanged.    Evansville  and  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Class  I 
prices  were  I8  cents  less.    Resale  prices  in  these  markets  were  reported  un- 
changed.   South  Bend,  Ind.,  reported  a  drop  of  l5  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the 
Class  I  price.    Home  and  store  quarts  and  half  gallons  were  unchanged  but  gallon 
jugs  were  lower  from  some  outlets.    Alton,  111., Class  I  prices  dropped  36  cents 
per  hundredweight  but  home  delivery  quarts  held  steady.    Chicago  reported  the 
same  Class  I  and  home  delivery  prices  as  last  month  but  store  prices  declined 
about  1  cent  per  quart.    Peoria,  111.,  home  delivery  prices  were  unchanged  but 
store  prices  were  about  2  cents  per  quart  lower.    In  Springfield,  111.,  the 
Class  I  price  was  20  cents  per  hundredweight  lower  and  home  and  store  prices 
were  about  1  cent  below  February.    Grand  Rapids  and  Lansing,  Mich.,  reported 
some  adjustment  in  half  gallon  prices.    Producer  prices  in  these  markets  are 
not  currently  determined.    In  Beloit,  Wis.,  prices  were  down  by  38  cents  per 
hundredweight  for  fluid  use  milk  and  about  §  cent  per  quart  at  homes  and  stores. 
Green  Bay,  Wis.,  reported  a  37  cent  per  hundredweight  decline  in  Class  I  prices 
but  no  changes  at  consumer  levels.    Madison,  Wis.,  home  and  store  prices  were 
about  I  cent  per  quart  lower.    Producer  prices  in  this  market  are  not  currently 
determined. 

Milk  for  fluid  milk  use  in  West  North  Central  markets  averaged  $U.30  per 
hundredweight  in  early  March.    This  was  a  decline  of  I8  cents  from  February 
but  a  6  cent  gain  from  the  previous  March.    Class  I  prices  were  17  cents  per 
hundredweight  lower  in  the  Duluth-Superior,  Minn.,  Wis.,  market  and  22  cents 
lower  in  Minneapolis -St.  Paul.    Home  and  store  prices  in  these  markets  were 
unchanged.    Des  Moines  and  Ft.  Dodge  Class  I  prices  were  38  cents  p^r  hundred- 
weight less,  with  no  change  in  resale  prices.    In  both  the  greater  Kansas  City 
market  and  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  Class  I  prices  were  off  20  cents  per  hundredweight. 
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A  Class  I  drop  of  36  cents  per  hundredweight  was  reported  in  Springfield,  Mo. 
Kansas  City  home  and  store  prices  were  about  1  cent  per  quart  lower  but  St.  Louis 
and  Springfield  prices  were  unchanged.    Aberdeen,  S.  D.,  reported  small  adjust- 
ments in  store  prices.    In  Wichita,  Kan.,  an  11  cent  per  hundredweight  decline 
was  accompanied  by  adjustments  in  store  quarts  and  gallons. 

Dealers '  bujring  prices  for  milk  used  for  fluid  products  in  the  South  Atlantic 
region  averaged  $6.06  per  hundredweight  in  early  March.    This  was  unchanged  from 
February  but  was  h  cents  above  March  I960.    The  only  change  reported  in  this 
region  was  a  2h.  cent  per  hundredweight  decrease  for  Class  I  milk  in  Wheeling,  W.Va. 
Other  prices  in  this  market  were  the  same  as  February. 

In  the  East  South  Central  States,  Class  I  prices  in  early  March  averaged 
$5.31  per  h\mdredweight  —  19  cents  below  February  but  7  cents  above  March  last 
year.    Lexington  and  Louisville  fluid  use  prices  were  30  cents  and  Paducah  U8 
cents  per  hundredweight  lower.    The  only  reported  change  in  resale  prices  in 
these  markets  was  a  1-cent  decline  in  store  half  gallons  in  Louisville. 
Tennessee  market  Class  I  price  declines  reported  were:    Chattanooga,  lU  cents 
per  hundredweight;  Knoxville,  2k  cents;  Memphis,  30  cents;  and  Nashville,  3U 
cents.    Nashville  home  and  store  prices  were  about  1  cent  per  quart  lower  while 
prices  in  the  other  markets  were  unchanged.    Montgomery,  Ala.,  reported  a  1  cent 
upward  adjustment  in  store  half  gallons.    In  the  h  Mississippi  markets  shown, 
20-cent-per-hundredweight  Class  I  decreases  in  each  market  were  the  only  reported 
changes . 

West  South  Central  Class  I  prices  at  an  average  of  $5.ii5  per  hundredweight 
in  early  March,  were  33  cents  below  February  and  7  cents  under  March  I96O.  New 
Orleans  and  Shreveport,  La.,  reported  drops  of  hO  cents  and  33  cents  per  hundred- 
weight, respectively,  in  Class  I  prices  with  no  change  in  home  and  store  prices. 
Oklahoma  City  and  Txilsa  Class  I  prices  were  lower  by  20  cents  per  hundredweight, 
with  no  change  at  resale.    Texas  markets  showed  the  following  Class  I  per  hundred- 
weight declines:    Austin,        cents;  Dallas,  $k.  cents;  and  El  Paso,  20  cents.  The 
only  other  changes  reported  in  prices  in  these  markets  were  l|-  cents  lower  in 
Dallas  store  quarts  and  some  adjustment  in  El  Paso  store  half  gallons. 

Prices  paid  by  dealers  for  fluid  use  milk  in  the  Mountain  States  averaged 
$^.52  in  early  March.    This  average  was  6  cents  below  February  but  8  cents  above 
March  last  year.    Colorado  Springs  .and  Pueblo,  Colo.,  Class  I  prices  were  18 
cents  per  hundredweight  lower.    Single  quart  prices  were  unchanged  in  both  markets 
but  some  downward  adjustment  in  half  gallon  and  gallon  prices  out  of  stores 
occurred  in  Colorado  Springs.    Denver  reported  decreases  in  home  and  store  prices 
but  no  change  in  Class  I  prices.    The  Arizona  markets  reporting  gave  a  21-cent 
per  hundredweight  decline  in  Class  I  but  no  change  in  resale  prices. 

On  the  Pacific  Coast,  the  average  Class  I  price  paid  by  dealers  in  early 
March  was  $5.ii7  per  hundredweight  —  1  cent  under  February  but  3  cents  above  M 
March  last  year.    Small  upward  adjustments  in  store  prices  were  reported  for 
Everett,  Wash.    The  only  sizable  price  change  in  the  region  was  a  22-cent  per 
hundredweight  decline  for  Class  I  milk  in  Spokane,  Wash.,  where  home  and  store 
prices  were  unchanged.

Preliminary  totals  of  saJ-es  of  vbole  milk  items  in  average  daily  terms  during

These  were  6  percent  higher  than  in  December  but  a  fraction  of  a  percent  lower  than 
January  last  year. 

Skim  milk  sales  during  December  8  percent  higher  than  the  previous  year 

Average  daily  sales  of  skim  milk  products  in  69  areas  in  December  were  fraction- 
ally below  November  but  were  8  percent  above  December  1959*    Of  the  1^3  groupings  shown 
in  table  9^  only  k  showed  sales  lower  than  a  year  earlier  i^ile  in  2  groups  sales 
were  about  the  same.

Sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  (half-and-half  in  most  meurkets)  during  December 
in  66  areas  were  6  percent  higher  theui  November.    Comi)ared  with  December  1959 >  sales 
were  up  3  percent.    Sales  in  the  important  Chicago  and  California  areas  were  unchsmged 
and  3  percent  below,  respectively,  the  correspondixig  month  in  1959-    For  the  remaining 
6k  markets,  total  sales  were  9  percent  above  November  and  6  percent  above  December  a 
year  earlier. 

A  2-percent  increase  from  1959  shown  in  December  fluid  cream  sales 

Fluid  cream  item  sales  (average  daily)  in  66  marketing  areas  during  December 
adveuaced  12  percent  frcaa  November  and  were  2  percent  higher  thaua  December  the  previous 
year.

Average  daily  sales  of  the  total  products  reported  in  69  marketing  areas  in 
December  I960  were  freictionally  lower  than  November  but  were  1  percent  higher  than  the 
same  month  in  1959*    Daily  total  product  sales  in  these  markets  for  I96Q,  as  a  whole, 
averaged  1  percent  above  1959*    "Ehe  average  milkfat  test  of  sales  of  a.n  fluid  items 
was  3*78  percent  in  December  compared  with  3-81  in  December  1959* 

Receipts  from  producers  during  January  7  percent  over  previous  year 

Receipts  of  milk  from  producers  on  an  average  dally  basis  in  7^  Federal  Order  and 
5  State  marketing  areas  in  January  Increased  3  percent  from  December  cuad  were  7  per- 
cent over  January  I960.    At  665  pounds  per  day,  receipts  per  producer  were  10  percent 
above  January  last  year.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  receipts  in  Januairy  was  3*79 
percent,  the  same  as  in  January  I960.

Reported  daily  sales  of  plain  whole  asills:  in  I960  were  about  the  same  as  in  1959  iriille  plain  and 
fortified  akim  milk  sales  vere  substantially  higher.    Increases  in  sales  of  sour  cream  just  about 
offset  decreases  in  light  and  heavy  cream.    These  were  the  highlights  in  the  sales  analysis  for  65 
Federal  Order  and  6  State  marketing  areas  shown  in  tables  ll«-17.    For  plain  whole  milk,  these  71  areas 
represent  about  three-fifths,  and  for  skim  milk  and  cream  Items, the  69  areas  shown  account  for  about 
half  the  nonfarm  population  of  the  United  States. 

Average  daily  sales  of  plain  iriaole  milk  in  the  71  marketing  areas  at  73,819,000  pounds  in  I960 
were  about  the  same  as  1959*    Sales  of  yogurt  were  up  9  percent  from  1959  to  i960.    For  the  same 
period,  flavored  whole  milk  sales  advanced  ^i-  percent.    Skim  milk  items,  differed  from  1959  as  follows: 
flavored,  down  3  percent;  plain,  9  percent  greater;  fortified  up  19  percent;  and  buttermilk,  2  percent 
lower.    Mixtures  of  milk  and  cream  were  2  percent  hligher  but  eggnog  sales  were  only  fractionally 
higher  in  I96O  than  in  1959.    Sales  of  light  cream  declined  7  percent  from  1959  to  i960.    On  the  other 
hand,  sour  cream  deliveries  advanced  18  percent  for  the  period.    Heavy  cream  sales  declined  3  percent 
from  1959  to  i960.

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Prices  of  fluid  milk  in  the  United  States  in  early  April  were  generally  lower 
than  in  early  March  at  both  producer  and  consumer  levels,    the  Crop  Reporting  Board 
reports.    Dealers'  buying  prices  for  milk  for  fluid  use  were  lower  in  50  markets  or 
about  oae  in  every  3  markets.         Higher  Class  I  prices  were  reported  in  2  msurkets. 
Single  quart  home  delivery  prices  were  lower  in  31  metrkets  but  hi^er  in  5*  Lower 
store  prices  than  in  March  were  reported  in  32  markets  for  quarts,  30  markets  for 
half -gallons,  aild  10  markets  for  gallons.    On  the  other  hand,  the  niomber  of  markets 
reporting  higher  store  prices  were:    quarts,  6;  half -gallons,  5;  and  gallons,  5« 
In  a  number  of  markets,  producer  prices,  which  are  not  ciirrently  reported,  will  be 
shown  next  month. 


Milk  for  fluid  use  prices  paid  by  dealers  (including  Federal  market  premiums) 
in  about  l60  markets  in  early  April  averaged  $5*30  per  hundredweight.    This  figure 
was  19  cents  lower  than  in  March,  but  3  cents  higher  than  in  April  last  year.  Compared 
with  the  April  1955-59  average,  April  prices  were  l6  cents  higher.    The  price  this 
month  was  lower  than  in  March  in  every  region  except  the  East  South  Central  which  was 
1  cent  higher.    Decreases  ranged  from  2  cents  in  the  West  South  Central  to  kk  cents 
per  hundredweight  in  New  England.    Compared  with  April  last  year,  current  prices  are 
higher  in  6  regions  and  these  range  from  2  cents  in  the  South  Atlantic  to  10  cents 
in  the  East  North  CentreQ.  area.    April  I96I  prices  were  lower  than  last  year  in  3 
areas:  1  cent.  New  England;  2  cents,  Middle  Atlantic;  and  7  cents.  West  South  Central. 

Single  quart  home  delivery  milk  prices  in  25  major  cities  in  the  United  States 
averaged  26.5  cents  in  early  April.    This  was  2-tenths  of  a  cent  below  March,  but 
6- tenths  of  a  cent  above  April  1960  and  2.3  cents  over  the  April  1955-59  average. 
The  price  this  month  was  1  cent  per  quart  lower  than  in  Iterch  in  Boston,  New  York 
City,  Pittsburgh,  and  San  Fremcisco.    The  Los  Angeles  price  was  one-half  cent  lower 
and  New  Orleans,  3  cents.    On  the  other  hand,  Cleveland  prices  were  1  cent  per 
q\iart  higher. 

Whole  milk  ssuLes  (preliminary)  on  an  average  daily  basis  during  February  in  67 
Federal  Order  and  6  State  marketing  areas  were  2  percent  above  a  year  earlier. 
January  sales  of  skim  milk  items  in  72  of  these  areas  were  10  percent  above  Janueury 
last  year.    Average  daily  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  ( heuLf -and -half )  in  67 
markets  during  January  were  down  1  percent  from  January  i960.    Fluid  cream  sales  in 
68  eureas  were  k  percent  below  January  last  year.    However,  sales  of  all  fluid  products 
in  71  areas  (average  daily)  in  January  were  1  percent  above  the  same  month  in  i960. 
Average  daily  receipts  of  milk  diuring  Februeury  in  82  marketing  areas  were  5  percent 
higher  than  February  last  year,  receipts  per  producer  advanced  8  percent. 
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PRICES  IN  FLUID  MILK  MARKETS,  APRIL  I96I 


Ep-rly  April  Class  I  prices  in  Nev  England  averaged  $5.57  per  himdredweight  — 
kk  cents  less  than  March  but  1  cent  "below  April  last  year.    Maine  and  New  Hampshire 
markets  dropped  kk  cents  per  hundredweight  and  1  cent  per  quart  generally.  Home 
and  store  prices  in  Bellows  Falls  and  Burlington,  Vt.,  were  1  cent  per  quart  helow 
the  previous  month.    Producer  prices  in  these  markets  are  not  cxirrently  determined. 
Class  I  prices  in  the  five  Federal  Order  markets  of  Southern  New  England  were  down 
kh  cents  per  hundredweight.    Consumer  prices  were  generally  1  cent  per  quart  lower. 
However,  a  price  war  on  store  single  quarts  in  Worcester,  Mass.  dropped  prices  for 
this  item  from  l|-  to  3  cents  "below  March.    Home  delivery  quarts  were  down  only  ^ 
cent.    Hartford  and  New  Haven,  Conn,  prices  were  reported  unchanged  from  the  pre- 
vious month. 

In  the  Middle  Atlantic  region,  C3jass  I  prices  of  $5*82  per  himdredweight  in 
early  April  were  31  cents  under  March  hut  only  2  cents  less  than  April  i960.  The 
Class  I  price  in  the  New  York-New  Jersey  areas  was  down  28  cents  per  hundredweight. 
Reported  prices  in  New  York  City  and  Northeastern  New  Jersey  were  1  cent  lower  "but 
in  other  portions  of  the  area  no  changes  or  only  minor  adjustments  were  reported. 
The  Pennsylvania  markets  of  Erie,  Johnstown,  Reading,  and  Sciunton  reported  drops 
of  ho  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  Class  I  price.    Also  declines  of  ^4-6  cents  and 
55  cents  occurred  in  Pittshxjrg  and  Harrishurg  respectively.    In  each  of  thesp 
Pennsylvania  markets,  home  and  store  prices  declined  1  cent  per  quart.    A  Class  I 
price  decrease  of  59  cents  per  hundredweight  in  Philadelphia  was  accompanied  "by 
\anchanged  home  delivery  prices  and  a  1  cent  drop  at  stores. 

For  the  East  North  Central  area,  milk  for  fluid  use  prices  averaged  $4.53  per 
hundredweight  in  early  April.    This  was  9  cents  under  March  "but  10  cents  over  April 
a  year  ago.    In  the  Northeastern  Ohio  area,  home  and  store  prices  were  generally 
1  cent  per  quart  higher.    Toledo  home  delivery  prices  were  xinchanged  hut  store 
prices  showed  hoth  up  and  down  adjustments.    Producer  prices  in  these  Ohio  markets 
are  not  currently  determined.    Other  Ohio  markets  reported  the  following  Class  I 
declines  with  few  other  changes:    Cincinnati,  13  cents;  Coliamhus,  11  cents;  and 
Dayton  7  cents.    Rock  Island,  111.  Class  I  prices  were  22  cents  per  hvmdredweight 
lower  but  selling  prices  were  \mchanged.    Springfield,  111.,  milk  for  fluid  use 
prices  were  25  cents  per  hxandredweight  less.    Home  and  store  quarts  were  up  a  cent 
but  half  gallons  at  stores  were  steady. 

Jferkets  in  the  West  North  Central  region  reported  an  average  fluid  tise  price 
of  $4.24  per  hundredweight  in  early  April  —  5  cents  below  March  but  7  cents  above 
April  last  year.    Class  I  prices  in  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul,  Minn,  were  virtually 
unchanged  but  a  price  war  on  half  gallons  out-of-stores  boiight  prices  for  this 
unit  from  3  to  6|-  cents  below  March.    Des  Moines,  Iowa  reported  home  delivery 
quarts  ^  cent  and  store  qtiarts  Icent  below  March  with  no  change  in  Class  I  prices. 
In  the  greater  Kansas  City  area  Class  I  prices  were  16  cents  per  hundredweight 
under  the  previous  month  except  Topeka  where  a  drop  of  36  cents  occurred.    Home  and 
store  pijices  were  reported  unchanged. 
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In  the  South  Atlantic  region,  dealers'  buying  prices  for  milk  tised  for  floiid 
products  averaged  $5 '9^  pei"  hundredweight  in  early  April.    This  was  11  cents  under 
Iferch  hut  2  cents  over  April  last  year.    Class  I  prices  were  down  20  cents  per 
hxmdredweight  in  Wilmington,  Del.,        cents  in  the  greater  Washington,  D.  C.  area 
and  k'J  cents  in  Wheeling,  ¥.  Va.    However,  resale  prices  in  these  areas  were 
\mchanged.    A  price  war  was  reported  in  Greenville,  S .  C.  with  half  gallons  out-of- 
stores  as  much  as  Ik  cents  below  the  previous  month.

East  South  Central  dealer  purchases  of  Class  I  milk  in  early  April  averaged 
$5*31  per  hundredweight.    This  was  an  advance  of  1  cent  frcan  March  and  was  7  cents 
over  April  I960.    Class  I  prices  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  were  7  cents  per  hundredweight 
above  March.    Store  gallons  were  3  to  5  cents  lower  with  other  prices  unchanged. 
Paducah,  Ky.,  reported  a  31  cent  decline  in  Class  I  pilces  but  other  prices  the 
same  as  March.    Class  I  pjsLces  in  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  were  l4  cents  per  hundred- 
weight lower.    Selling  prices  in  this  market  were  unchanged. 

^  Prices  paid  by  dealers  for  Class  I  milk  in  the  West  South  Central  region  in 

early  April  averaged  $5*^  per  hundredweight  —  1  cent  less  than  March  and  6  cents 
below  April  a  year  ago.    Reported  prices  in  Ft.  Snith,  Ark.,  were  down  kl  cents  per 
hiondredweight  and  in  little  Rock  30  cents.    Selling  prices  were  reported  unchanged. 
New  Orleans  and  Shreveport,  La.  Class  I  prices  were  xmchanged.    Unsettled  price 
conditions  in  New  Orleans  were  reported  as  home  delivery  quarts  were  down  3  cents, 
store  quarts  k-  cents,  and  store  half  gallons  9  cents  per  container.  Shreveport 
reported  half  gallons  out-of-stores  dropping  8  cents  per  container.    Class  I  prices 
in  Oklahoma  City  were  13  cents  per  hundredweight  higher  with  no  change  in  home  and 
store  prices.    Tulsa,  Oklahoma  reported  a  l^i-  cent  per  hundredweight  increase  in 
Class  I  prices  with  a  1  cent  advance  in  home  and  store  quarts  and  1^  cents  per 
quart  for  store  half  gallons  and  gallons. 

Dealers*  buying  prices  for  milk  for  fluid  use  in  early  April  for  the 
Mountain  States  averaged  $5*^9  pe^  hundredweight.    This  was  k  cents  under  March 
but  4  cents  over  April  last  year.    The  cessation  of  a  price  war  reported  last 
month  in  Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  brotight  a  small  upward  adjustment  in  store  half 
gallons  and  a  10  cent  per  container  increase  in  store  gallons.    No  change  occvirred 
in  Class  I  prices.    Albuquerque,  N.  Mex.,  reported  a  hO  cent  drop  in  Class  I 
prices.    Home  and  store  quarts  were  unchanged  but  half  gallons  out-of-stores  were 
3  cents  per  unit  lower. 

On  the  Pacific  Coast,  average  prices  paid  by  dealers  in  early  April  were 
$5*23  per  hundredweight  --2k  cents  below  March  but  3  cents  above  April  I960. 
Prices  were  lower  than  March  in  Fresno,  Sacramento  and  San  Francisco,  Califo^ia 
by  k^  cents  per  hundredweight  for  Class  I  milk  and  1  cent  per  quart  at  homes  and 
stores.    A  decline  of  21  cents  per  h-undredweight  for  Class  I  milk  and  -g-  cent  per 
quart  at  homes  and  stores  was  reported  for  Los  Angeles,  San  Diego  and  Santa  Barbara.

FLUID  MILK  AKD  CREAM  CONSUMPTION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES,  I95O-6O 

The  total  milk  equivalent  of  fluid  milk  and  cream  products  consumed  in  the 
United  States  (excluding  Alaska  and  Hawaii)  in  i960  was  estimated  at  58,6  billion 
pounds,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  (This  quantity  of  milk  is  not  the 
total  pounds  of  product  used  by  consxmers  but  is  the  equivalent  of  producer  milk 
required  to  supply  the  milkfat  consumed  in  the  estimated  fluid  milk  and  cream 
products  sold. )  Of  the  total,  an  estimated  51.1  billion  poxmds  were  used  by  the 
nonfarm  population  and  7.5  billion  pounds  were  used  by  the  fajrm  population. 
Civilian  consumption,  in  milk  equivalent  terms,  in  196O  was  estimated  at  32^  pounds 
per  person,  6  pounds  less  than  1959  and  25  pounds  below  1950.    Nonfajim  cons\mption 
at  319  pounds  per  person  was  5  pounds  less  than  1959  and  H  pounds  lower  than  1950. 
A  review  of  available  data  since  195^  has  resulted  in  some  downward  revisions  for  the

FLUID  MILK  AND  CREAM  REPORT 
MAY  1961 

SUMMARY 

Early  May  prices  of  milk  for  fluid  use  in  I60  markets  in  the  United  States  were 
generally  lover  both  to  producers  and  consumers,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports. 
Buying  prices  for  fluid  use  milk  were  lower  in  23  markets,  or  ahout  one  in  every  , 
but  higher  in  3*    Lower  single  quart  home  delivery  prices  were  reported  in  I8 
markets  but  prices  were  above  April  in  2.    Twenty- three  markets  had  lower  store 
quart  prices  while  10  markets  recorded  higher  prices.    Half -gal 1 ons  out-of- stores 
gave  the  following  changes:    lower,  15  markets;  higher,  6  markets.    For  gallon 
jugs,  prices  were  down  in  8  markets,  but  up  in  3>  while  the  remaining  markets 
reporting  were  imchanged.    Class  I  prices  in  a  number  of  markets  are  not  determined 
as  of  this  date  but  will  be  shown  next  month. 


Dealers'  buying  prices  for  milk  for  fluid  use  in  early  May  (including  negotiated 
premiums  in  Federal  Order  markets)  averaged  $5 '20  per  hundredweight  —  9  cents  below 
April  but  1  cent    above  May  I96O.    Compared  with  the  May  1955-59  average,  the  price 
this  month  was  12  cents  higher.    The  May  average  was  lower  than  April  in  7  of  "tlie 
9  regions  and  these  declines  rsuiged  from  1  cent  per  hundredweight  in  the  West  South 
Central  and  Mountain  regions  to  2$  cents  in  the  Middle  Atlantic.    The  average  this 
month  was  unchanged  in  the  East  North  Central  area  but  was  1  cent  higher  in  the 
South  Atlantic.    The  May  I96I  average  was  lower  than  May  I96O  in  5  of  the  9  regions. 
The  decreases  ranged  fran  h  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  West  South  Central  and 
Pacific  areas  to  22  cents  in  New  England.    The  South  Atlantic  Eind  Middle  Atlantic 
averages  were  lower  by  5  and  6  cents,  respectively.    Increases  from  last  year  in  the 
average  per  hmdredweight  prices  by  regions  were:    East  North  Central,  22  cents; 
West  North  Central,  6  cents;  East  South  Central,  9  cents;  and  Mountain,  3  cents. 


Home  delivery  prices  per  single  quart  in  25  major  cities  in  early  May  averaged 
26.2  cents  per  quart  --3  tenths  cent  below  April  but  3  tenths  cent  above  May  last 
year.    Compared  with  the  May  1955-59  average,  the  May  average  was  2.0  cents  higher. 
Single  quart  prices  were  one-half  cent  per  quart  lower  in  Boston  and  New  York. 
Portland,  Ore.,  reported  a  2-cent  decline  and  New  Orleans  a  3-cent  drop.    An  average 
increase  of  one-half  cent  per  quart  was  reported  for  Denver,  Colo. 

Average  daily  whole  milk  sales  during  March  (preliminary)  in  66  FedereQ.  Order 
and  6  State  marketing  areas  were  1  percent  less  than  March  last  year;  February 
skim  milk  product  sales  in  72  areas  were  10  percent  more  than  the  same  month  in 
i960.    Milk  and  cream  mixture  sales  ( half -and -hsuLf)  in  average  daily  terms  in  67 
markets  during  February  were  2  percent  below  February  I96O.    Sales  of  fluid  cream 
products  in  February  in  68  markets  were  \  percent  below  the  same  month  last  year. 
Total  fluid  product  sales  (average  daily)  in  71  markets  were  slightly  higher  in 
February  I96I  than  in  February  I96O.    March  receipts  of  milk  in  76  Federal  Order 
and  5  State  marketing  areas  were  11  percent  above  March  a  year  ago;  receipts  per 
producer  advanced  I5  percent. 
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PRICES  IN  FLUID  MILK  MARKETS,  MAY  I96I 


Regional  average  prices  for  Class  I  milk  paid  by  dealers  in  Nev  England 
were  $5-36  per  hundredweight  in  early  May.    This  price  was  21  cents  below 
April  and  22  cents  xinder  tfey  I96O.    The  markets  reporting  in  New  Hajnpshire, 
Massachusetts,  and  Rhode  Island  showed  lower  prices  than  in  April  by  22- cents 
per  hiindredweight  for  Class  I  milk  and  generally  one -half  cent  per  quart  lower 
at  homes  and  stores.    A  price  war  developed  at  Providence  about  May  1  which 
brought  store  prices  of  half -gal Ions  down  to  37  cents  and  gallons  to  71  cents. 
Hartford  and  New  Haven,  Conn.,  reported  a  22-cent  per  hundredweight  decline 
in  the  Class  I  price,  but  no  change  for  home  delivery.    Store  prices  in  these 
markets  have  not  been  reported  this  month. 

Middle  Atlaintic  dealer  purchases  of  Class  I  milk  averaged  $5 '59  per 
hundredweight  in  early  May.    This  price  was  23  cents  below  April  and  6  cents 
less  than  the  May  price  last  year.    The  Class  I  price  in  the  New  York-New  Jersey 
area  was  down  35  cents  per  hundredweight.    New  York  City  milk  delivered  to 
homes  and  sold  out  of  stores  was  one-half  cent  per  quart  lower.    Some  adjust- 
ment was  reported  in  store  prices  in  Binghampton  and  Syracuse,  with  no  reported 
changes  in  resale  prices  in  Albany  and  Schenectady.    Store  prices  at  Albany 
have  not  been  reported  this  month.    Northeastern  New  Jersey  price  of  quarts 
at  homes  and  stores  were  one-half  cent  lower.    No  change  was  reported  in  the 
price  of  Class  I  milk  at  Buffalo,  but  single  quarts  were  2  cents  higher  at 
stores. 

Dealers'  buying  prices  for  milk  for  fluid  use  in  early  May  for  the  East 
North  Central  States  averaged  $^.55  cents  per  hxmdredweight  —  unchanged  from 
April,  but  22  cents  above  a  year  ago.    The  Cincinnati  Class  I  price  was  I3 
cents  per  hundredweight  higher  with  single  quart  home  delivery  prices  unchanged. 
Single  quarts  out  of  stores  were  imchanged  to  1  cent  higher.    Half -gallons  were 
3  to  5  cents  per  unit  higher  and  gallons  were  reported  unchanged  to  h  cents 
higher.    Columbus  and  Dayton,  Ohio,  Class  I  prices  showed  small  chemges  with 
slight  adjustments  in  the  price  of  half -gallons  out  of  stores.    In  Toledo, 
Ohio,  where  Class  I  prices  are  not  currently  determined,  selling  prices  were 
from  1  to  2  cents  per  quart  lower.    Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,  showed  a  l^i-cent  per 
hundredweight  increase.    Home  and  store  quarts  and  half -gallons  were  unchanged, 
but  milk  sold  in  gallon  glass  in  stores  were  5  cents  lower  to  2  cents  higher. 
No  change  was  reported  in  dealers'  buying  prices  at  Chicago,  but  home  and  store 
prices  were  about  1  cent  higher.    At  Springfield,  111.,  Class  I  and  single 
quart  home  delivery  prices  were  imchanged.    Store  prices  were  as  much  as  3  cents 
per  quart  lower. 

West  North  Central  mil V  for  fluid  use  prices,  at  per  hundredweight 

in  early  May,  were  2  cents  less  than  April,  but  6  cents  more  than  May  a  year 
ago.    Minneapolis,  Minn.,  which  apparently  had  a  price  war  on  store  half- 
gallons  last  month,  reported  this  unit  from       to  5|"  cents  higher  than  in 
April.    No  other  price  changes  were  reported  in  this  market.    Class  I  prices 
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in  Des  Moines,  Iowa  were  unchanged,  while  home  delivery  quarts  were  one -half 
cent  and  store  quarts  1  cent  higher.    The  Greater  Kansas  City  market  reported 
a  decline  of  7  cents  per  hundredweight  in  Class  I  prices  with  no  change  in 
other  quotations. 

For  the  South  Atlantic  States,  early  May  Class  I  prices  averaged  $5 '87 
per  hundredweight.    This  was  1  cent  above  the  previous  month  and  5  cents  below 
the  previous  May.    Principal  change  in  this  region  was  a  li|— cent  per  hundred- 
weight increase  in  the  Class  I  price  in  Miami,  Fla.    No  other  price  change 
in  this  market  or  in  other  markets  of  the  region  was  reported. 

Dealers'  buying  prices  in  the  East  South  Central  region  in  early  May 
averaged  $5.25  per  himdredweight  — 6  cents  under  April,  but  9  cents  over 
May  i960.    Class  I  prices  in  Louisville  and  Lexington,  Ky. ,  were  25  cents 
per  hundredweight  lower  than  a  month  earlier.    Home  and  store  prices  in  these 
markets  were  unchanged.    Memphis,  Tenn.,  prices  were  reported  unchanged  for 
Class  I  and  home  delivery  milk,  but  store  prices  were  as  much  as  1  to  3  cents 
per  quart  above  April. 

Class  I  prices  in  the  West  South  Central  area  averaged  $5.^3  per  hundred- 
weight in  early  May.    This  was  1  cent  less  than  April  and  k  cents  less  than 
May  a  year  ago.    Baton  Rouge,  La.,  reported  no  change  in  Class  i  and  home  and 
i     store  quart  prices.    Store  half-gallons  and  gallons  were  1^  to  3  cents  per  quart 
'    higher.    New  Orleans,  La.,  prices  were  unchanged  for  Class  I  milk,  but  about  3 
cents  per  quart  lower  at  homes  and  stores,  reflecting  price  war  conditions. 
Shreveport,  La.,  store  quart  prices  were  1  cent  below  April  with  other  prices 
in  the  maj*ket  unchanged .    Austin  and  Dallas,  Tex.,  Class  I  prices  were  k  cents 
per  hundredweight  lower  with  no  changes  reported  in  other  prices. 

In  the  Moimtain  States,  dealers'  -buying  prices  for  milk  for  fluid  use 
averaged  $5.^  per  hundredweight.    This  was  1  cent  under  April,  but  3  cents 
over  May  last  year.    Denver,  Colo.,  Class  I  prices  were  the  same  as  April, 
but  home  and  store  prices  were  about  1  cent  per  quart  higher.  Albuquerque, 
N.  Mex.,  reported  home  and  store  price  decreases  of  1  cent  per  quart  with  no 
change  in  Class  I  prices.    Phoenix  and  Tucson,  Ariz.,  Class  I  prices  were  6 
cents  per  himdredweight  lower.    Selling  prices  of  bottled  milk  in  these 
markets  were  the  same  as  in  April. 

On  the  Pacific  Coast,  fluid  use  prices  in  eai'ly  May  averaged  $5«l6  per 
hundredweight  —  7  cents  less  than  in  April  and  k  cents  lower  than  May  i960. 
The  Class  I  price  in  Bremerton,  Wash.,  was  down  12  cents  per  hundredweight. 
No  change  in  other  prices  in  this  maarket  was  reported.    The  Class  I  price  in 
Portland,  Ore.,    was  $1.10  lower  than  in  April.    Unsettled  conditions  about 
the  middle  of  April  brought  about  a  readjustment  in  the  Class  I  price  and  a 
drop  of  2  cents  per  quart  in  home  and  store  prices.    Salem,  Ore.,  prices, 
which  were  not  reported  last  month  because  of  the  unstable  situation,  were 
about  the  same  as  Portland  in  early  May.

March  whole  milk  sales  1  percent  lover  than  last  year 

Preliminary  average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  for  66  Federal  Order  and 
6  State  marketing  areas  during  March,  were  8l-l  million  pounds.     This  compares 
with  daily  sales  of  81.3  million  pounds  dioring  February  and  82.3  million  pounds 
during  March  last  year.     Cumiilatively,  for  the  90  days  through  March  I961, 
sales  of  whole  milk  averaged  8O.8  million  pounds  daily  compared  with  Ql.k  million 
povmds,  the  average  for  the  91  days  through  March  I960. 

Skim  milk:  sales  in  February  10  percent  above  a  year  ago 

Average  daily  sales  of  skim  milk  products  in  the  72  marketing  areas  during 
February  were  5  percent  above  the  preceding  month  and  10  percent  above  February 
i960.     Of  the  h'^  market  groupings,  skim  milk  sales  were  at  least  30  percent 
higher  than  last  year  in  Minneapolis- St .  Paul,  South  Dakota,  Central  Arizona 
and  the  Great  Basin  of  Utah.    Lower  sales  than  in  February  a  year  ago  were 
reported  in  Kansas  City;  Appalachian- Bluefield,  Va.-W.  Va.-Tenn;  Clarksburg 
and  Wheeling,  W.  Va.,  combined;     South  Carolina;  the  Tennessee  markets,  and 
Central  Arkansas.    Cumulative  daily  sales  for  Janviary  and  February  1961  were 
10  percent  above  the  same  period  last  year.     The  milkfat  test  of  skim  products 
in  65  of  these  markets  in  February  averaged  I.09  percent  compared  with  1.05 
percent  a  year  earlier. 

Sales  of  half-and-half  2  percent  below  a  year  earlier 

MiLk  and  cream  mixt\ire  sales  (average  daily)  in  62  Federal  Order  and  5  State 
marketing  areas  during  February  were  3  percent  above  January,  but  2  percent  below 
February  last  year.     California  and  Chicago  sales  combined,  accounting  for  about 
^0  percent  of  total  sales  of  the  group,  were  k  percent  above  January,  but  5 
percent  below  February  a  year  ago.     Total  daily  sales  in  the  remaining  65  markets 
were  3  percent  over  January  but  unchanged  from  February  last  year.  However, 
Wilmington  and  Philadelphia  sales  were  each  21  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier. 
Largest  declines  from  last  year  were  in  the  Kansas  markets  where  sales  (average 
daily  basis)  were  ih  percent  below  and  the  Colorado  markets  where  they  were  down 
13  percent.    Combined  January  February  sales  of  half-and-half  in  all  67  markets 
were  2  percent  below  the  same  months  a  year  ago. 

Fluid  cream  sales  down  k  percent  from  February  last  year 

Fluid  cream  sales  (average  daily  basis)  in  63  Federal  Order  and  5  State 
marketing  areas  advanced  k  percent  from  January,  but  were  k  percent  below  February 
i960.    Although  sales  for  the  entire  group  of  markets  were  lower  than  February 
i960,  sales  were  reported  higher  for  11  groups  and  about  the  same  for  6.  Cumulative 
Janiiary  and  February  average  daily  sales  of  fluid  cream  were  k  percent  below  the 
same  period  a  year  earlier.

MARKET. COMBINATIONS  IN  SALES  AND  RECEIPTS  TABLES 

The  following  marketing  areas  have  been  combined  in  the  sales  and  receipts  tables  of  this  report: 
Northern  Ohio  -  North  Central,  Northeastern  and  Toledo;  other  Ohio  -  Cincinnati,  Columbus  and  Dayton-

Little  change  in  total  fluid  sales  from  a  year  earlier 

Total  fluid  milk  sales  in  71  of  the  72  marketing  areas  reporting  during  February  were  up  2  percent 
from  January,  but  nearly  unchanged  from  a  year  earlier.     Daily  sales  for  the  first  2  months  of  I961  were 
slightly  above  the  same  period  in  i960.     The  average  mlLkfat  test  for  all  product  sales  in  66  of  these 
marketing  areas  was  3-67  percent  in  Febrioary  compared  with  3-72  percent  for  the  same  month  last  year. 

March  producer  receipts  11  percent  above  previous  y^ar 

Receipts  of  milk  (average  daily  basis)  in  76  Federal  Order  and  5  State  marketing  areas  during  March 
increased  8  percent  from  the  previous  month  and  11  percent  from  the  corresponding  month  last  year.  During 
March,  753  pounds  of  milk  were  received  from  each  producer  each  day  on  the  average.     This  compares  with 
689  pounds  received  in  February  and  655  pounds  during  March  I960. 

April  milk  production  1  percent  above  a  year  ago 

Estimated  milk  production  for  April  was  11.2  billion  pounds  --  3  percent  above  March  and  1  percent 
above  April  I960.    April  producticn  was  3  percent  higher  than  the  1950-59  average  for  the  month.     The  3 
percent  increase  from  March  to  April  was  below  the  1950-59  average  Increase  of  5  percent.    April  production 
per  person  was  2.01+  pounds,  compared  vrith  2.05  pounds  for  April  last  year  and  2.21  pounds  for  the  10-year 
average  for  the  month. 
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SUMMARY 


Dealers '  buying  prices  for  milk  for  fluid  use  in  about  l60  markets  in  early 
June  were  steady  to  slightly  lower  at  both  producer  and  consumer  levels,  the  Crop 
Reporting  Board  reports.    Fluid  use  prices  were  lower  in  11  markets  or  1  in  about 
every  15-    Home  delivery  quarts  were  lower  in  1  market  but  higher  in  3-  At 
stores,  prices  declined  in  10  markets  each  for  quarts  and  half -gallons  emd  in  5 
markets  for  gallons.    Store  prices  were  higher  in  1  market  each  for  quarts  and 
half -gallons  and  3  for  gsillons.    Producer  prices  in  a  number  of  markets  are  not 
currently  determined  but  will  be  reported  next  month. 

Prices  paid  by  dealers  for  milk  for  fluid  use  in  early  June  averaged  $5«l6 
per  hundredweight.    This  was  ^  cents  less  than  May  and  3  cents  below  June  last 
yeeir.    Compared  with  the  June  average  for  the  period  1955-59^  "the  average  this 
month  was  8  cents  higher.    June  averages  by  region  were  lower  than  May  in  7  of 
the  9  regions.    These  ranged  from  1  cent  per  hundredweight  in  the  East  South  Central 
to  7  cents  in  each  the  East  North  Central  and  West  South  Central  areas.    June  prices 
were  unchanged  in  New  England  but  were  h  cents  higher  thaaa  May  in  the  South  Atlantic. 
Compared  with  June  a  year  ago,  this  year's  regional  averages  were  lower  in  5  of  the 
9  regions.    These  declines  ranged  from  2  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  Mountain 
States  to  22  cents  in  New  England.    Other  regional  averages  were  lower  by:  11 
cents  in  the  Middle  Atlantic,  10  cents  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  5  cents  on  the 
Pacific  Coast.    Higher  average  regional  prices  than  last  year  were:    West  North 
Central,  2  cents;  West  South  Central,  7  cents;  East  South  Central,  11  cents;  and 
East  North  Central,  15  cents. 


The  average  single  quart  price  for  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  25  major  cities 
in  early  Jime  was  26.3  cents.    This  was  unchanged  from  May  but  \  tenths  of  a  cent 
above  June  last  yeajr.    Compared  with  the  1955-59  average  for  the  month,  the 
average  this  month  was  2.0  cents  higher.    The  only  reported  change  from  May  for 
any  of  the  25  cities  was  a  three-fourth  c6nt  decline  in  Philadelphia. 

Daily  whole  milk  sales  (preliminary)  for  April  in  66  Federal  Order  and  6 
State  marketing  areas  were  h  percent  lower  than  April  I96O.    Skim  milk  sales  in 
71  of  these  areas  during  March  were  YL  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.  Average 
daily  sales  of  milk  euid  cream  mixtures  (half-and-half)  in  March  in  66  areas  were 
unchanged  from  a  year  ago.    Fluid  cream  sales  in  March  were  2  percent  above  March 
last  year.    Total  fluid  product  sales  in  average  daily  terms  were  unchanged  from 
March  I96O.    Receipts  of  milk  in  76  Federal  Order  and  5  State  areas  combined 
during  April  were  5  percent  higher  than  April  last  year.

PRICES  IN  FLUID  MIIK  MARKETS,  JUNE  I96I 


New  England  Class  I  milk  prices  in  early  June  averaged  $5.36  per  hundred- 
weight unchanged  from  the  previous  month  but  22  cents  below  Jime  I960.  The 
only  change  in  retail  prices  reported  for  the  area  was  in  Bellows  Falls,  Vt., 
where  half- gallon  store  prices  were  2  cents  lower.    Producer  prices  in  this 
market  are  not  currently  determined. 

Prices  of  Class  I  milk  purchased  by  dealers  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  region 
averaged  $5.55  per  hundredweight  in  early  June.    This  was  h  cents  below  May  and 
11  cents  less  than  June  last  year.    Class  I  prices  were  virtually  unchanged  in 
Binghamton,  N.  Y.,  with  some  downward  adjustment  in  store  quarts.    Buffalo  and 
Rochester,  N,  Y.,  Class  I  prices  were  each  lowered  by  hO  cents  per  hundred- 
weight.   Buffalo  prices  at  homes  and  stores  dropped  about  1-|  cents.  Rochester 
prices  were  about  1  cent  lower  at  all  resale  levels.    In  Philadelphia,  Pa., 
single  quart  home  delivery  prices  were  from  ^  to  1  cent  lower.    At  stores, 
quarts  were  1  cent  higher  but  half- gallons  1  cent  per  container  lower.  Class 
I  prices  in  this  market  were  the  same  as  May. 

For  the  East  North  Central  area,  fluid  use  milk  prices  averaged  $U.U8  per 
hundredweight  in  early  June .    This  was  7  cents  lower  than  May  but  15  cents 
higher  than  June  I96O.    Class  I  prices  were  about  the  same  as  May  at  Cincinnati, 
Ohio.    All  single  quart  prices  were  unchanged  but  store  half-gallons  were 
higher  and  store  gallons  lower.    The  only  change  reported  in  Dayton,  Ohio,  was 
a  3  to  10-cent  decline  in  gallon  jug  prices.    For  Chicago  and  the  nearby  markets 
of  Gary  and  South  Bend,  Ind.,  Class  I  prices  declined  20  cents  per  hundredweight 
but  home  and  store  prices  held  steady.    Alton,  111.,  reported  an  8  cent  decline 
in  Class  I  prices  and  some  declines  for  quarts  and  half-gallons  out-of-stores . 
In  Peoria,  111.,  home  delivery  prices  were  unchanged  but  store  prices  declined 
slightly.    Producer  prices  in  this  market  are  not  currently  determined.  Rock 
Island,  111.,  Class  I  prices  were  k  cents  per  hundredweight  lower  and  gallon 
jug  prices  dropped  from  2  to  9  cents  per  unit.    Other  prices  were  unchanged. 
Single  quart  prices  out-of-stores  in  Detroit,  Mich.,  were  1  cent  lower  than  May. 
Other  reported  prices  were  unchanged.    Producer  prices  in  this  market  are  not 
currently  determined. 

Prices  paid  by  dealers  for  milk  for  fluid  use  in  the  West  North  Central 
region  in  early  June  averaged  $U.l8  per  hundredweight.    This  was  6  cents  less 
than  May  but  2  cents  more  than  June  last  year.    In  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul, 
Minn.,  Class  I  and  home  delivery  prices  showed  little  change  but  some  down- 
ward adjustment  occurred  in  store  prices.    Burlington,  Iowa,  reported  a  slight 
decrease  in  store  quart  prices  but  no  change  in  Class  I  or  other  retail  prices. 
Class  I  prices  in  Greater  Kansas  City  were  10  cents  lower.    In  the  Missouri 
portion  of  the  area,  store  half-gallons  were  as  much  as  2  cents  lower  but  in 
the  Kansas  part  as  march  as  2  cents  higher.    Other  prices  in  these  markets  were 
reported  unchanged.    In  Springfield,  Mo.,  an  8  cent  per  hundredweight  Class  I 
decrease  was  accompanied  by  a  1  cent  drop  in  home  and  store  quarts.  Other 
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prices  in  this  market  were  unchanged.    Aberdeen,  S.  D.,  reported  a  slight  de- 
cline in  the  Class  I  price.    Quarts  out-of -stores  were  1  cent  lower  but  all 
other  prices  were  unchanged. 

In  the  South  Atlantic  region.  Class  I  prices  in  early  June  averaged  $5.91 
per  hundredweight  -  k  cents  above  May  but  10  cents  below  June  last  year.  The 
only  important  price  change  reported  for  the  region  was  a  20-cent    per  hundred- 
weight increase  in  Class  I  prices  for  Washington,  D.  C.    Consumer  prices  in 
this  market  were  unchanged. 

Prices  for  Class  I  milk  in  the  East  South  Central  region  averaged  $5.25 
per  hundredweight  in  early  June  -  down  1  cent  from  the  previous  month  but  11 
cents  above  June  last  year.    Class  I  prices  at  Louisville,  Ky.,  were  down  2 
cents  per  hundredweight  with  no  changes  in  home  delivered  and  store  single 
quarts.    However,  half-gallons  out-of-stores  were  as  much  as  5'2  cents  and 
gallons  9  cents  down  from  May  as  pricing  was  unsettled  on  these  items.  A 
price  war  was  reported  in  Memphis,  Tenn.    Home  delivery  prices  were  unchanged 
but  quarts  out-of-stores  were  a  cent  lower  and  store  half-gallons  dropped  k 
to  15  cents  per  container.    Nashville,  Tenn.,  reported  a  2-cent  decrease  in 
store  half-gallons  with  no  other  price    changes  in  the  market. 

West  South  Central  area  Class  I  prices  in  early  June  averaged  $5*35  per 
hundredweight  -  7  cents  under  May  but  7  cents  over  June  a  year  earlier.  Little 
Rock,  Ark.,  Class  I  prices  were  unchanged  but  some  upward  adjustment  was  noted 
in  half-gallons  out-of-stores.  In  Austin,  Tex.,  the  Class  I  price  was  13-cent 
per  hundredweight  lower  but  selling  prices  were  unchanged.  Dallas,  Tex.,  also 
reported  a  13  cent  per  hundredweight  decline  with  no  change  in  prices  to  homes 
and  at  stores. 

In  the  Mountain  States,  mdlk  for  fluid  use  prices  in  early  June  averaged 
$5.U5  cents  per  hundredweight.    This  was  3  cents  less  than  May  and  2  cents  less 
than  June  I960.    Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  Class  I  prices  were  U  cents  per 
hundredweight  lower  with  some  up  and  down  adjustment  in  store  prices  for  half- 
gallon  and  gallon  containers.    In  Phoenix  and  Tucson,  Ariz.,  Class  I  prices 
were  15  cents  per  hundredweight  lower.    Home  and  store  prices  were  unchanged. 

Class  I  prices  in  Pacific  Coast  markets  in  early  June  averaged  $5.lU 
per  hundredweight.    This  was  lo^rer  by  2  cents  from  May  and  5  cents  from  June  a 
year  earlier.    The  principal  change  in  prices  this  month  was  a  20-cent  per 
hundredweight  drop  in  Class  I  prices  in  the  Puget  Sound,  V^ash.,  area.  Half- 
gallon  prices  out-of-stores  made  some  downward  adjustment  but  other  prices 
were  reported  unchanged.

VvTiole  milk  sales  d\irT.ng  April  dovn  k  percent  from  last  year 

Average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  (preliminary)  for  66  Federal  Order  and 
6  State  marketing  areas  diiring  April  were  73.^1-  million  pounds.  This  compares 
with  81.5  million  poiinds  for  March  and  3l.3  million  for  April  I96O.  Cumulative 
daily  sales  for  the  period  January  -  April  I96I  were  1  percent  "below  the  same 
period  last  year.  The  number  of  markets  reporting  this  month's  sales  data  was 
reduced  by  1  with  the  merging  of  the  Appalachian  and  Bluefield  areas  on  March 
1  hut  the  sales  area  covered  was  unchanged. 

March  skim  milk  sales  continue  substantially  above  a  year  ago 

Sales  of  skim  milk  items  (average  daily)  during  March  in  71  areas  were  3 
percent  above  Febmiary  and  11  percent  above  March  last  year.     In  the  important 
Chicago  and  California  areas,  sales  were  8  and  5  percent  respectively  over 
March  I960.     For  the  remaining  69  areas,  the  increases  over  a  year  earlier 
averaged  I3  percent.     Ctmiulative  daily  sales  for  the  first  quarter  of  this  year 
were  10  percent  greater  tlian  last  year.     The  average  milkfat  test  of  sales  in 
65  of  these  areas  was  1.11  percent  in  March,  compared  with  I.05  percent  in 
Me.rch  I96O. 

Sales  of  half-and-half  about  the  same  as  March  a  year  ago 

Milk  and  cream  mixture  sales  (half-and-half)  in  66  marketing  areas  in 

March  were  2  percent  above  a  month  earlier  but  were  unchanged  frcrn  March  a  year 
ago.     Sales  in  the  important  Chicago  and  California  areas,  which  together 
comprise  over  two- fifths  of  the  total,  were  each  2  percent  below  Ife,rch  1960« 
For  the  remaining  6h  areas,  sales  totaled  2  percent  higher  than  March  last  year. 
Cumulative  ( January- I'fe.rch)  sales,  however,  were  1  percent  below  the  same  period 
last  year. 

March  cream  sales  Increase  2  percent  from  last  year 

Fluid  cream  sales  in  67  marketing  areas  diiring  March  advanced  5  percent 
from  the  previous  month  and  were  2  percent  higher  than  March  a  year  ago.  The 
3-raonth  cumulative  average  sales,  however,  were  2  percent  below  the  period  last 
year.    Of  the  10  largest  marketing  groupings,  March  sales  were  higher  in  5  and 
these  gains  ranged  from  h  percent  in  Chicago  to  10  percent  in  Connecticut, 
Minneapolis- St .  Paul,  and  Puget  Sound  and  9  percent  in  California.     Sales  in 
Philadelpliia,  Northern  Ohio,  Southern  Michigan,  Washington,  D.  C.  and  Southeastern 
Florida  were  below  last  year.     Cumulative  daily  sales  for  bhe  first  three  months 
of  tills  year  vera  2  percent  less  than  the  same  period  last  year.

March  total  fluid  product  sales  about  the  same  as  the  previous  year 

Total  product  sales  (average  daily)  for  March  were  1  percent  above  February.     Compared  with  the 
same  month  last  year  sales  were  unchanged.    Cumulative  sales,  January  throiigh  March,  were  also  unchanged 
when  compared  with  a  year  ago.    Fat  test  for  all  products  during  March  averaged  3-67  percent,  slightly 
below  the  3 '70  percent  a  year  earlier. 

Producer  receipts  during  April  increase  5  percent  from  a  year  earlier 

Average  daily  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  in  76  Federal  Order  and  5  State  markets  in  April  were 
3  percent  higher  than  March  and  5  percent  above  April  i960.    Receipts  per  producer  during  April  averaged 
751  pounds  -  25  pounds  or  3  percent  more  than  March  and  8  percent  higher  than  April  a  year  ago.  The 
average  test  of  receipts  of  milk  in  these  markets  for  April  was  3.67  percent,  compared  with  3'68  percent 
in  April  last  year. 

Milk  production  -  up  1  percent  in  May 

Estimated  United  States  milk  production  for  Kfay  was  12.3  billion  pounds —  about  1  percent  above 
May  i960,  but  1  percent  below  the  10-year  May  average.    ISie  May  milk  output  was  equivalent  to  2.17  pounds 
per  person  and  compares  with  2.19  povuids  in  May  I960.     Production  for  the  period  Janiiaiy  through  May  I96I 
was  one-half  of  one  percent  more  than  produced  during  the  same  period  last  year.
